. JOHN BAPTIST de la Salle very aptly and justly has been titled by Leo XIII, 
as the “Teacher-Saint, the Model of Christian Professors, the Patron of Christian 
Schools and the Protector of Youth.” De La Salle is the Father of Modern Peda- 
gogy, the Pioneer of Popular education, the originator of Normal Schools, the in- 
augurator of lytechnic and Industrial Schools, the first to found 


Reformatory, Po 
Elementary Pedagogical Teaching; the first to assert the right of the teacher to devote 
his whole time to his school work; the first to make the mother tongue the basis of all in- 
struction ; the first to dignify the teacher’s position by setting apart trained teachers for 
the excluSive work of education. No man ever exercised in pedagogics an influence equal 
to his. By giving to Primary education principles and a method, he made of it a science 
and raised it to the elevated position which it holds today in the educational world. 

Little do modern educators realize what they owe to the genius of this saintly plo- 
neer of popular education. He was the originator of the schools in which they were 
|| trained, and the inventor of the system by which they teach. 
i] The Institute of the Brothers of the Christian Schools was founded in 1679 at 
Rheims, France, by Saint John Baptist de la Salle. He died in 1719, and before his death

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TRAINING OF THE BLIND. 

(May B. Collins, Secretary, Loais- 
jana Commission for the Blind.) 

For those contemplating engaging 
work among the blind it may apy 
falls to be avoided and certain points 
to be considered carefully. 

There are in the United States one 
hundred and fifty thousand blind peo- 
ple, and out of that group —~. 
cent are needlessly afflicted. Most 
of the causes of blindness are due to 
the failure to Use a prophylatic at 
birth, industrial accidents from care- 
leesness, eye strain, and various phy- 
sical and social diseases. 

The great fault in handling the 
blind problem is in classifying them 
collectively and in groups, instead 
of studying the individual. There are 
saints and sinners among them, be- 
cause they are as human as others, 
hence in dealing with the individual 
the greatest satisfaction is obtained. 
The modern idea, and it is an excel- 
lent one, is to avoid 
them in shops. 

In Boston, quite a few blind girls 
are doing successful work in depart- 
ment stores. In Baltimore, many are 
employed in institutions and busi- 
rees houses where a telephone sys- 
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segregating |

by the blind, is used. One particular | 


hospital refuses to employ any but 


blind girls because of their power 
to concentrate and their freedom
